TROLLEY CARS 


SMASHED 


Open S.vitch Plunges Train Into a 


String of freight Cars. 


Buffalo, X. Y., July 12. — Five per- 


sons were killed and more than a 
score injured, several seriously, when 
a train of two trolley cars, westbound 
from Lock port, on the lines of the In- 
ternational Railway company, ran into 
an open switch at a siding just east of 
Martiusville and crashed into a trolley 
freight motor and a train of seven 
freight cars. The passenger cars were 
going at a high rate of speed, when 
the accident occurred, and the impact 
was terrific. 
The foremost car was 


utterly demolished. The wedge-shaped 
end of the fi eight motor cut it in half 
and the rear car completed the work 
of destruction. The rear car was bad- 
ly broken in front, but remained on 
the rails. The dead: John Bittleman, 
motorman.
